Rice and Jack- 
munthenteturved to Jackman’s residence, 
avd, seeirg noone, entered the house and got 
down a rifle, which they began to load, whea 
Lor g rushed inonv them with a revolver, aud, 
firing, shot Jackman through the arm. Then 
turnit g to Rice, he staid: ‘You are Jackman’s 
triend, sre you? D—n you, I will kill you.”’ 
He fired, and shot Rice through the neck, — 
seeing him fall, he then escaped. But _ 
devilish work was nit yet done. He wen 
over to Jessie Winship’s, and, rousing up ne 
family, he shot Mrs. Winship and then left, 
Going bome to his father’s, he told them what 
he bad done, end then, turning his revolver 
to his head, he blew out his own brains.

The Peace Prospect. 

Lovurs NAPOLEON, late Emperor of the 
French, stowed snugly away m a German 
inland village and the Prussian troops be- 
fore the walls of Paris, Count BramarcKk 
grants—“grants” is the word—“an inter- 
view to JuLEs Favre.” This may imply, 
we hope it does imply, peace, as it cer- 
tainly implies a wonderful political revo- 
lution, and in considering the outlook we 
must consider the diplomatic antecedents 
no less than the relations of the powers 
immediately and indirectly involved. 

Prussia, which is now the leading power 
im Europe, may reasonably be suspected of 
all ambition which belongs to recent and 
sudden elevation in the scale ot nations. 
A‘bundred years ago 1t was hardly recog- 
nized among Christian communities; was 
distant, isolated. This distant isolation has 
bad its influence on the character ot the 
people and on the policy of the govern- 
ment. The diplomatic system of Europe 
was formed on the traditions of the old 
empire, which was a central power for en- 
forcing 1ts obligations on the several com- 
munities which were ruled by the scepter 
of CHARLEMAGNE. Austria and France 
have always professed a respect for 
treaties and a desire to be ruled by the old 
traditions of diplomacy. They have both, 
indeed, sought good repute as professing 
to be the powers that, wielding the remain- 
ing influence of the great empire, bave to. 
enforce conformity to the rules of diplo* 
macy on the part of smaller powers. There 
were three competitors tor the empire— 
Austria, France andSpain. Spain dropped 
from the leet, and Austria gained the prize, 
not so much because she was the most 
powertul as because she was the least dan- 
gerous competitor. Still France, though 
unsuccessful in obtaining the empire, pre- 
served a decorous respect for the rules ot 
diplomacy which it was the duty ot the 
empire to enforce. She may have done so 
as aclergyman who is looking out tor a 
bishopric, or a lawyer ambitious of a seat 
on the bench, assumes dignity and deco- 
rum. The reign of NaPoLEON was an 
exception to everything; but if we watch 
the jorm taken by the permanent expan- 
sion of France we shall see that no other 
State enlarged itself in 2s more 
legitimate, feudal and diplomatic shape 
—by the lapse of fiefs and by inter- 
marriages. Its two great conquering 
monarchs, Louris AIV. and Napo.zon, 
did nothing for French aggrandizement. 
The Bourbon King made but a trifling 
perceptible addition to the French terri- 
tory, and the other made none. Prussia 
on the other hand, has taken whatever she 
could take and keep. Her policy has ever 
been that attributed to Ros Roy by 
WorpsewortTs. Hence Prussia, and at the 
same time Russia, have by their neighbors 
been called the-robber powers of Europe. 
Prussia went into the present war to over- 
throw Naroizon. Now the representa- 
tive of a new popular government suc- 
ceeds in obtaining only an iniormal meet- 
ing; and assurances are reiterated that 
Count Bismarck will only treat on terms 
which imply conquest and secure reprisal. 
He must have Alsace at least, because st is 
German, “because,” as he says, “Alsace 
naturally belongs to Germany.” This 
seems to all plain and honest dealing to be 
the merest pretext. 

The arguments about what naturally be- 


longs toa State were thoroughly put in 
caricature by NaProneon, when he said 
that Britain naturally belonged to France. 
What was she? “Merely an island off the 
French coast.” People are talking of 
Prussia naturally annexing Alsace be- 
cause the people there speak German. 
That territory did once belong to Ger- 
many, yet it happened that to no part of 
its territories has the French Government 
enjoyed a better title. It was an appanage 
of the House of Hapsburg, inconveniently 
distant trom their other domains, and at 
the treaty of Munster, in 1648, they sold it 
to France ior three millions of livres, cash 
down. At all events, if France is to lose 
Alsace, Prussia has no other title to hold 
that territory but the title ot conquest. 
From any other source she would have as 
good a claim on the English principality 
of Wales or the British Channel Islands. 
And yet, tracing back the policy of Prussia 
a century, no one can doubt the end of the 
negotiations, if they are really begun, and 
as the other European powers seem dis- 
posed to hold off, Bismarck may do as he 
sees fit and demand almost all he wants.

Very ‘‘Southern’?’ Indeed. 


The country is very soon to be treated to 
another commercial conyention. The 
affair is fixed for October 4th, 1970, and 
Cincinnati bas been relectdd as the port 
from which is to radiate those flashes of 
commercial eloquence that are expected 
to electrify the nation, and |1)luminate the 
dark places of. the’ world.

upon thé memories of those who survived 
the ordeal] of war and its brood of adver- 
sities. 


Two circumstances belonging to the 
war in Europe, or growing out ot it, and 
only two, may: be lookéd on as in a certain 
sense hopeful in a moral way. We are 
told that the Prussian women make as 
good nurses as the Prussian men make 
good soldiers; and already the vainglori- 
ous martial spirit of the combatants seems 
to have come under the shadow of a spirit” 
of reflection, which, however ineffective in 
stopping the wanton effusion of blood, is 
likely to soften some of the terrors of the-’ 
battle-field. War, no matterby whom it 
is waged, has in it—to put it mildly—an 
element of brutality which, not only in its 
immediate effect in barbarizing national 
sentiment and feeling, is most lamentable 
to think of, but which, in its lasting results, 
by leaving behind it a legacy of hate on” 
the part of the vanquished and of con- 
tempt on the part of the victors, does more 
to destroy the civilization we have so 
slowly developed than anything else ff 
would be possible for the Enemy of Man- 
kind himself to devise or put in action. 

We have been in, ihe habit of boasting, 
not perhaps withowt . foundation tor the 
beliet, that within the last halt centary or so 
this evil influence of war bas been to somé 
slight extent counteracted by the contem- 
poraneous development of an amount of 
humane, sympathetic compassion for the 
miseries and sufferings of those who, with- 
out having anything to do with the origin 
of the conflict, are the only parties involved 
upon whom its horrors immediately and 
directly descend. This has to some extent 
counteracted the evils of that peculiar 
tone of feeling war seems to cause. It has 
kept alive the beautiful humanities which 
the bitter animosities of armed strite would 
utterly annihilate and destroy. At the 
present time, when two great nations are 
enveloped in the darkness of warlike bar- 
barism, there is one bright ray of civiliza- 
tion. piercing the gloom which scems to 
have shrouded Europe for a time. ‘The 
conduct of those in charge of the wounded 
—ot the military surgeons—ot the nurses 
—ot the women who have been lett at 
home to mourn over the slain—of every- 
body m tact who is not actively engaged 
in the struggle—in relieving the sufferings 


of the sick aud wounded, orin trying to } 


do so, is so beautitul and so touching, so full 
of tender s.licitude and sympatby for bu- 
man suffering and woe, that it inspires us to 
hope that, although civilization tor a time 
is under a cloud, that cloud will pass away. 
It encourages us to hope that when the 
struggle is ended, and the animositics are | 
buried, the humanities will again appear, 
will again shine forth as bright and clear 
as ever, undimmed by the polluting influ. 
ences of war, unsullied by the contam- 
inating effects ot this deadly and murder- 
ous strife. 

The topic suggests much that comes 
home to ourselves. We in America passed 
through a period of this sort and are 
striving pow to come out of it with clean 
hands and pure hearts, and, as we strive 
and are earnest in our striving, it encour- 
ages us to believe that the results of the 
great national crime which at this moment 
fills all Europe with mourning are being to 
some extent compensated for by the devel- 
opment of great national virtues and sym- 
pathies—virtues which are sterner and 
manlier, sympatbys which are purer and 
more tcnder than thuse which existed be- 
fore the outbreak of the struggle. 

One of the saddest things, one of the 
most uppromising things about war, as it 
bas been pursued for so many thousands 
of years, is the fact that the “giory” which 
surrounds a brilliant victory is so dazzing_ 
that many people become bliad to the cost 
at which it is gained, ‘They read of the 
hundreds that are killed without much 
thinking of the homes that are rendered 
miserable by the loss ot those loved ones 
whose lives made them bright and happy. 
They hear of the thousands that are 
wounded without thinking of the terrible 
agony that the figur+s tell us is being en- 
dured by brave men whose only fauits have 
been their loyalty. and their bravery, in 
consequence of which they have spent 
themseives for the sake of leaders who, 
now that they have got all they can get 
out of them, leave them to their tate on the 
battlefield, where, until they are picked up 
and relieved, they are choked by the “suur” 
stench of slaughter, and, in addition to the 
anguish of their wounds, have inflicted up- 
on them supplementary torments by the 
human yultures who follow every army to 
prey on the dead, the dying and the heip- 
less, The suffering and the anguish these 
poor wounded men, who are unhappy 
enough to escape death, often endure are 
beyond description. Those who have had 
an arm or a leg broken—who know thatin 
such @ case, even in the midst of every 
comfort, surrounded by the best and gent- 
lest of medicai and other attendants, every 
movement is torture, and every moment 
that elapses till the limb is set, or some aid 
come to them, is one of extremest anguish, 
can have a faint idea of the sufferings en- 
dured by those who have limbs crushed or 
shot away—who have their scalps gashed 
by sabers or ripped up by bullets—who are 
Jacerated by shells or explosive balls—who 
are gasping their lives out with wounds 
through their lupgs—who amid all their 
sufferings have not even a draught of 
water to quench the burning thirst that is 
even. more agonizing than the most horri- 
ble wounds—who have to lie for hours and 
hours, often for whole nights, uncovered 
and unprotected in this terrible condition, 
before the overworked surgeons and 
attendants can come to their 1elief. The 
picture of suffering that such thoughts call 
up isso dreadful that one shudders and 
tries to fancy it impossible. One tries to 
say it cannot be real—that it is but a mor- 
bid fancy, a terrible, unnatural dream. 
But it is real, awfully real;.and anything 
and everything which tends to relieve it is 
a@ moral augury as well as a humane act. 

How far all this may affect the progress 
of the peace negotiations, one can not 
know; but it must affect the peace itseif, 
and it justifies usin renewed confidence 
that we are at least not growing more 
brutal as we grow more material.

The Cabie Dispatches. 

The siege of Paris is becoming serious. | 

The French .dou’t seem to be content with 
receiving the eremy under the wallsof their 
capital, but haye gone out to meet him and | 
a series of eevere engagements during the 
past three days beve been the consequence. 
In most cases the French are compelled to 
fall back before superior numbers, but not 
without inflicting heavy losses. If -the 
rochu’s grand review are 
correct, there. three hundred thousand 
men-under arms in Paris, and these, it 
woul] seem, are able to make an earnest 
acd dec‘sive stand bebind the well-construct- 
ed tortifications. But the Parisians are not 
upited. They are already dissatisfied with 
the new govertme.t and the Red republicans 
threaten serious trouble, if not revolation. 

It is definitely announced that Jules Fayre, 
the Chief of tbe French Muistry, has gone te 
the Prussian headquarters, having received safe 
conduct from Bsmarck. The inference is 
that he has gone to sue for peace. 

The atcount of the interview between the 
Prassian Premier and ihe English Under-Sec- 
retary is interesting and important. Bismarck 
plainly avyows that the Prugsiacs mean to take ; 
Paris before listening to peace, and then will 
dictate it without foreign interference. 

In Italy tbe army of the King is surround 
ing Rome, and the General commanding has 
given the Pope twenty-four hours longer to 
anewer. The North German Minister has 
tendered his good offices fora settlement of 
the difficulty. The occupation of the city 
is only delsyed: for this reason.
